•were eager listeners to the arguments 
for and against the defendant. 
As- 


sistant District Attorney Turner op- 
ened the final proceedings with argu- 
ments for the government. 
He w;is 


followed by Robert Wells for the de- 
fendant. 


Court then took a recess until Mon- 


day morning, when four more hours 
will be devoted to arguments, at the 
conclusion of which and the judge's 
charge, the case will be given to the 
Jury. 


COURSE OF THE ARGUMENTS. 


Washington, 
Nov. 30.—Passionate 


oratory marked the proceedings today 
In the trial of Mrs. Annie M. Bradley, 
charged with the chooting and killing 
of former Senator Brown, of Utah, in 
this city last December. 
The court 


room was unable to accommodate the 
number of people who came to wit- 
'npss the last scenes of the tragedy 
that has attracted national attention 
for nearly a year. Many of teh attend- 
ants were ladles. 


Mrs. Brai'.lcy came Into court as if 


fully alive to the importance of the 
proceedings. 


The day was devoted to hearing ar- 


guments by attorneys on both sides 
of the case. 
Charles H. Turn«r, assistant dis- 


trict attorney, opened tlie argument 
In the case for the government. 
Ho 


proceeded In a matter of fact way to 
define the law In relation to the crime 
that had been committed and followed 
with a review ot salient incidents of 
the testimony. 


Instrument of Murder Shown. 


While he was describing the scene 


ot the killing of Senator Brown an 
attendant delivered to the district at- 


torney a small package containing the 
pistol that ha* been used 
Bradley. 
The 
defendant 


by 
Mrs. 


evidently 


recognized the weapon as it was un- 
covered. 
She lowered her head and 


her frame was shaken by a convulsive 
sob. 
Closing her eyes she remained 


if In a stupor, only 
occasionally 


looking toward the jury and watching 
their faces. 


'The attorney insisted that the jury 


should cast aside all sentiment and 
treat the case exactly as if a man had 
done the shooting. He exhibited the 
defendant's pistol to the jury together 
with the handbag with which it had 
been carried from Salt Lake City until 
Senator Brown was shot. 


The assistant district attorney re- 


viewed the evidence of insanity and 
declared that only the most trivial In- 
cidents could be cited to justify such 
a theory. He insisted that the jury 
should discard all thought of the mis- 
treatment she had received from Sen- 
ator Brown as it could have nothing 
to do with their decision. 


Attorney Is Overcome. 


As he proceeded the attorney turned 


slightly pale and leaning on a nearby 
table, paused and then sat down. He 
had been overcome by emotion and a 
nervous shock. Leaving the room for 
a few moments with the district at- 
torney, (he court suspended the pro- 
ceedings u..til he returned 
and re- 


sumed his argument, which was elo- 
quent and =.t times impassioned. 


An Appeal to Emotion*. 


Mr. Turner strongly appealed to the 


emotions of the jury. 
He declared 


that Mrs. Brown 
was 
an outraged 


woman and that. Clarence Bradley was 
not a very b'ad husband 
and Mrs 


Bradley should not have been unhappy 
with him.

Today brought to Fort Wayne the 


first real snowfall ot the present sea- 
son, and there was evidence that win- 
ter intended making himself monarch 
of the weather with the coming of 
December.

Slavic principles of liberty and dYlc 
rights, a Byzantine despotism which 
has brought rapine and desolation la 
Its train. He maintained that the op- 
position parties loved 
the country; • 


passionately, but they wished to 
make it possible for the humblest In- 
habitant to have .tie same equality 
before the throne and In the eyes ot, 
tho law and the same pride In Rus- 
sian citizenship as the highest digni- 
tary in the empire.

Seward peninsula is shrouded in an 
ashy hazo and the ground for miles is 
covered several inches deep with a 
flne gritty powder, which is believed 
to be volcanic ash.

RABBITS BROILED 


Rabbits are in season from November 1 to February 1. In 
^ 


selecting them the principal thing is to make sure they are 
j 


young, as an old rabbit is a well nigh hopeless proposition.

They should not be kept, unless in cold storage, for more than 
« 


two or three days. 
A rabbit should be "ripe," not gamey. 
^ 


Test the paw to find the age. If there Is a little nut there and 
•; 


the paw may be broken readily between the thumb and finger,

the rabbit is young. If the nut has disappeared and tbe paw 
, 


resists pressure, the rabbit is old and~>infit for anything but a

stew. For broiling clean, taking special care to remove the thin

muscular membrane extending from tho flank over the In-

testines. It is this membrane that gives the strong flavor to 
• 


a rabbit. Open all the way down on the under side. Soak in 
salt water for an hour, then wipe dry and season with salt and 
• 


pepper. 
Wipe over with olive .oil, first gashing across the

backbone in eight places that the heat may penetrate this, the

thickest part, of the animal.

Broil over a clear fire, turning often. When brown and 


tender, lay on a hot platter, spread liberally with butter, salt 
and pepper, cover and set in the oven five minutes to season.

Heat in a cup two tablespoonfuls of vinegar or sour wine, 


mixed with one of made mustard, then brush the hot rabbit 


' with this and serve with a garnish of parsley and lemon. A

rabbit for broiling must be very young and plump.

that the victims, whose names are 
known, would blurt out the names of 
the high personages who were in- 
volved. 


The socialist leader - asserted that 


the vices revealed in the course of the 
hearing of the Harden case were so 
prevalent that If the police brought 
all the guilty parties to trial a scan- 
dal eclipsing the Panama 
and 
the 


Dreyfus revelations would break out. 


Cause of Many Suicides. 


A number of tragedies already have 


resulted from this state of affairs, 
Herr Bebel concluded, and some offi- 
cers have committed suicide in order 
to escape blackmailers.

The reason for this when one( 
knows the woman to be honest Is 
that small articles such as handker- 
chiefs, collars and the like are easily 
lost, and if one does not know the 
exact number sent there is no way of 
keeping track of them. If a list is 
sent with the weekly wash and an- 
other kept at home the laundress 
knows preclsly what she has and will 
compare the garments with tte list. 
This should be done also by the em- 
ployer when the wash is brought 
home, and if adhered to a descrepancy 
will rarely be found.

In making laundry lists it is quite 


as easy to write two as to prepare 
one If carbon paper is used. 
A ten 


cent sheet of this will last a month, 
and if put between two pieces of 
•writing paper, the dull side down, an 
Impression Is made with the first 
writing, and one has a duplicate with- 
out further trouble. 


AH clothes' should 
be. carefully 


looked over for tears and holes be- 


fore being washed, for when put into 
a tub these rents immediately 
be- 


come larger, and a- garment which 
might have lasied for weeks had it 
been mended in time may go to tat- 
ters all.at once in one washing.

It is extraordinary how careless 


many persons are in regard to the 
places in which the clothes they wear 
are washed and whether or not the 
garments are given sun and air. When 
one remembers that contagious dis- 
eases may easily be carried in clothes, 
and that one's laundry usually stays 
almost a week in the home where it 
is done, the possibilities of danger are 
seen to be great.

Don't throw away old hot water 


iags, even if they are past mending 
and you hate to have rubbish Jyins 
•xround. These old bags aren't rub- 
bish by any means, for they make £he 
nicest mats imaginable to put under 
house plants. Cut out a circle of the 
size of the plant saucer and set ft on 
3ie table or window sill or anywhere 
you like, for there will be absolutely 
no danger of the varnish being soiled 
by the moisture soaking through. This 
rubber also makes good linings for the 
sponge and tooth brush cases covered 
with linen. Usually sheet rubber is 
bought for the purpose, but this from 
the water bottle is just as good. Out 
ot tho snlppings make finger stalls 
to wear when paring fruits and vege- 
tables. To make these, the rubber 
must be cut In strips three and one- 
half by one and a half Inches. Sew 
them up with white throad. These 
stalls can be washed again and again, 
and they wear far better than old 
glove fingers, which become soiled so 
soon.

Lead to Moral Depravity and that 


Notwithstanding Temperance Wave 


Business of Distillers and Brewers 


Has Increased. 
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Those in the Trade Cite the Large 


Amounts That Are Paid to the 


Government and the Great Capital 


Invested—There is Sliovro an In- 


crease Over 1006. 


(Special Correspondence.) 
Washington, Nov. 30.—It is a curi- 


ous fact that two great forces should 
be fighting for the control of,the Uni- 
ted States, and each contending that 
Its defeat will be coincident with the 
destruction of the moral fabric of the 
country. It is a general proposition 
that opposing forces hold diverging 
views. Great 
political parties ara 


Careful never to contend for the same 
principle, for should this be done the 
motive would be removed from the 
struggle. This is, however, the case 
with those who are fighting for prohi- 
bition and those who are opposing it, 
tor it is held by those high In the 
councils of each force that the United 
States is crossing the threshold which 
leads to the moral depravity of the 
nation. 
Those who oppose prohibition may 


be termed, in opposition to the Anti- 
Saloon league, which is fighting for 
:t. the "Anti-Intolerance League." The 
"Anti-Intolerance League" is opposed 
to the restriction of personal liberty 
by forbidding the sale of liquor to all 
because the few make careless use of 
It. They hold that the attempt to pro- 
hibit the sale of liquor does not do 
iway with the consumption and never 
will. 
This contention is supported 


by figures based upon observations 
and records In cities and states where 
prohibition nets been tested. They say 


•'. that Just as true as man is born into 


the world he comes with a taste for 


\ Intoxicants, and this thirst he will 
I quench In some way and form. 
If 


I liquors are not sold illegally this de- 


sire prompts him to encourage their 
Illegal sale. 
The contest between prohibition and 


Its opponents has been going against 
the liquor Interest In the last elec- 
tions, and, generally speaking, for sev- 
eral years. The area of "dry" states 
Is increasing. 
This has aroused the 


"Anti-Intolerance League" to energetic 
efforts, and the contest Is assuming 
new proportions. 
The Sentinel hav- 


ing already In Its Issue of Saturday. 
November 16. given space to a dis- 
cussion of the prohibition movement, 
this. article will attempt to present 
some of the arguments of those who 
oppose It. 


Capttal • Battleground. 


Confident In recent victories, tho 


prohibition Interests have 
Invaded 


the city of Washington and will at- 
tempt to broaden the 
Influence of 


their crusade by making this-a prohi- 
bition city. The fact that congress 


. governs 
Washington 
directly 
has 


given significance to this selection of 
battleground and a bitter flght will be 
conducted at the capital during the 
coming session. Washington now has 
B21 saloons. These the 
prohibition 


element desire -to eliminate. How tho 
congressmen from all over the United 
States will look upon the question can- 
not yet be determined. Prohibition Is 
encouraged by the fact that liquor has 
been eliminated from the capital build- 
Ing, so far as the bar goes, but It 
should not forget the lockers and pri- 
vate cupboards which so often furnish 
cheer in the various committee rooms. 
As In the prohibition .states, the abol- 
ishing of the open bar at the capltol 
did not do away with 
the 
use of 


liquor. Big bills for "contingent ex- 
penses" covering mineral waters and 
the famous senate "lemonade" do not 
cover the purchase price of drinkables 
•which a legislator, like any other open 
minded, free thinking man, holds that 
he may purchase for his own use and 
with his own funds. 
Senator .1. Frank Allee, whose state 


of Delaware Is about half "dry." after 
a visit to President Roosevelt recently 
said that he was going home to work 
for a third term and a prohibition 
plank in the platform of the repub- 
lican party at Its next national con- 
vention. This and other straws Indi- 
cate that there may be an attempt to 
secure a prohibition clause In the plat- 
forms of the great political parties 
next year. 
The antl-prohlbltion ele- 


ment is keenly awake to this uu.^ 
ment and proposes 
to 
prevent the 


success of the plan. 


A strong argument against prohibi- 


tion theories is that if a man cannot 
purchase intoxicants he will, after ex- 
hausting every other resource, make 
them himself. As proof of this one 
has but to discuss the question with 
the officers charged with the enforce- 
ment of the internal revenue laws. 
These officials are familiar •with hun- 
dreds of methods by which the small 
land holder in the prohibition states 
of the south may brew or distil a 
liquid which will appease his thirst for 
liquor, although in so doing it may 
very likely take his reason. And just. 
here is one of the strongest Arguments 
of those who oppose prohibition. 


It is based on the theory that to pre- 


vent the use of liquor absolutely is 
an impossibility. It Is then held that 
since It is impossible to prevent the 
use of intoxicants it is far better to 
permit its legalized use under state 
and city restrictions than to attempt 
to prevent it. and as a result send the 
man who will have it anyway Into the 
dive to get it. There he will drink 
anything from wood alcohol to hard 
cider in his effort to satisfy his crav- 
ing. 


Hard Cid«r Fallacy. 


This evasion ot the law by the use 
i 


of the Illicit still finds its semi-coun- 
:erpart In New England in the hard 
elder, for which the section Is famous. 
Any man with an apple orchard and a 
nearby cider mill, or perhaps a hand 
press of his own, may provide himself 
with an Intoxicant the telling effect 
of which should not 
be 
underesti- 


mated. 
Cider, which Is estimated to 


contain from six to tea per cent of al- 
cohol, is left out of the Maine pro- 
hibitory law, while beer, with about 
three and one-half per rent of alco- 
hol, is placed among the drinks which 
the law frowns upon. 


The fact that politics and prohibi- 


tion are too often mixed with each 
other Is an objection which seems to 
hold against this Maine law. It is 
not likely that the rural population of 
Maine would have voted so strongly 
for a law which would have prevented 
a farmer from putting down a barrel 
or two of apple juice In the fall. This 
concession to the farmer Is generally 
looked out for by those who frame 
prohibitory laws. 
The laws of the 


ofaen time carried this exemption to 
beer. There 
are 
many 
Instances 


where keepers of hotels or lodging 
houses were required to brew beer 
for the entertainment of their guests, 
but forbidden under severe penalties 
to sell wine or spirits. 


The practice of prohibiting the sale 


of liquors to the Indians In early d6>s 
rarely Included wine and never malt 
liquors, and In an ancient Massachu- 
setts statute It Is laid down as being 
uncharitable to deprive "these savage 
creatures of any comfort which God 
allowed." 
Many colonial 
laws 
set 


forth that It was the object In draw- 
Ing them to encourage brewing and 
thereby combat Inebriety. 
The first 


excise system was repealed In 1802 
and relntroduced during the second 
war with Great Britain-to be again 
repealed in 1817. With the abolition 
of the federal excise system at this 
time rural distillation sprang up with 
great vigor. 
Following it. came that 


which is known as the "era of free 
rum," resulting In the second popular 
temperance movement of 1820. This 
marked the origin of the "pledge." 
This crusade was 
largely 
directed 


against, the use of spirits. 


•lust here the opposition to the pres- 


ent temperance movement 
draw an 


analogy. 
Brewing and wine making 


had at this time dwindled to Insignifi- 
cant proportions, while rural and com- 
mercial distilling, which was unham- 
pered, had grown to enormous propor- 
tions.

It is believed, 
will be the result of the continued 
progress of the temperance movement 
now sweeping over the country. Dur- 
ing the first half of the century this 
intemperance prevailed to an unpre- 
cedented extent and public sentiment 
became aroused. The result was a 
wave of refora which crystallized In 
three movements, for absolute prohi- 
bition, working a reform by the substi- 
tution of milder drinks ant. a change 
In the habits of the people, and re- 
strictive regulation of the traffic In 
Ikiuors. Up to 1855 prohibitory laws 
had been passed by seventeen states. 
Most of these, however, remained on 
the statute books but a limited time. 
Soon the regulation 
of 
the 
traffic 


through low license laws became more 
vigorous and restrictive. 


Cheeked Rural Distillation. 


The Introduction of 
our 
Internal 


revenue system was, however, neces- 
sary to make them effective for the 
prevention 
of Intemperance.

came during the first year of the civil 
war. 
The effect of the law was to 


check rural distillation, 
and 
It Is 


claimed that in this law was found 
the eradication of one of the principal 
causes of drunkenness.

period, which ran from the Introduc- 
tion of the law to 1887. our consump- 
tion of spirits per capita decreased 
from 2.13 to 1.14 gallons and our posi- 
tion as an Intemperate nation was re- 
versed from the top to the bottom of 
the list.

It was at this time as- 
serted that to diminish the number of 
saloons by a high license was to di- 
minish the drinking. This is contro- 
verted by the opponents of prohibi- 
tion, who hold that a high license fee 
tends to drive out only the saloon 
keeper who deals In beer almost exclu- 
sively. and that the effect, of the, sys- 
tem must be the reverse from a tem- 
perance point of view. 


The New York law Introducing high 


license applied to all saloons in the 
same city without regard to the kind 
or quantity of drinks sold became ef- 


fectlve in 1897 and reduced the num-! 
her ot saloons from 33,437 to 26,847. 
In 1904 the New York license fee was 
again Increased, from $800 to $1,200. 
and the resulting decrease was 1,315 
during the first year thereafter. 
In 


each Instance fully 85 per cent of the 
decrease was among the smaller beer 
saloons which had been the reputable 
and orderly resorts of worklngmen in 
the tenement districts. 
The produc- 


tion of beer during the first year of 
the high license 
system 
decreased 


more than five hundred thousand bar- 
rels. Not. for five years did the pro- 
duction make this up. 


It Is apparent that, little thought 


has been given to the results which 
would follow the adoption of the views 
of prohibitionists In all the states of 
the union. There Is, however, some- 
thing in this phase of the temperance 
question for business men and taxpay- 
ers to consider, something which the 
women and children who make up a 
good part ot the temperance "army" 
are probably unable to appreciate, but 
which will soon be looked into by 
thinking people. The brewing and dis- 
tilling industry of the United States 
is one of its greatest industries. Us 
capital is enormous. It employs thou- 
sands of men. It pays a very large 
part of the revenue of the country in 
its taxes. Should these taxes be elim- 
inated from the receipts of the gov- 
ernment immediate measures 
would 


have to be taken to provide other 
means of revenue, probably through 
increased taxation. 


Money In the Business. 


The total amount of money Invested 


n the brewing and distilling business 
n the United States, according to the 
atest available figures, Is $612,571.668. 
This Is distributed In forty-four Btaten 
and territories. The ten states most 
heavily Interested are: New 
York,

expenditure a supply equal to the de-

United States. 


Various explanations are given for 


the Increase of Internal revenue re- 
ceipts during the last year In the face 
of large prohibition gains. 
Probably 


tho most, plausible and fair Is that 
while there are a less number of 
states permitting 
the 
free Rale of 


liquor tho number of saloons has In- 
creased, and with the Increase 
of 


population our consumption Is larger. 


The Increase IH not easy of satis- 


factory explanation. During the year 
previous the treasury department re- 
ceived taxes from 243,400 retail liquor 


barrels. 
Only two states and terri- 


ories registered a decreased produc- 
tion. 


These were New Hampshire, where 


here was a decrease of 27,572 barrels, 
•md South Carolina, 
where the de- 


crease was 1,160 barrels. The total 
production shown for the year 1906 
was the enormous quantity of 54,- 
651.C37 barrels of liquor, as compared 
with the production of 1905, which 
was 49.545,540 barrels. The increased 
production over 1878. twenty-eight 
years before, 
is 44,410,166 barrels. 


There is certainly 
nothing 
In this 


statement to Indicate that the prohi- 
bition wave is blotting out the manu- 
facture and sale of malted liquors. 


The amounts which are paid by 


New York city as excise taxes will 
indicate in some degree the compara- 
tive revenues accruing from sources 
of this character. Under the old law 
the receipts from New York for one 
year were $1,736,918.43. The net re- 
ceipts for the year ending April 30, 
1906. 
from licenses to saloons was. 


$11,470,143.88, of which sum the state, 
of New York received $5,735,223.40' 
and the city $5,734,919.48. 


Licence Fee* Vary. 


The amounts collected as license- 


fees vary In different states and 
cities.

ment. from this Industry Is, however, 
sufficient, to bring homo to a thinking 
citizen somethinR of the results to be 
expected even from the adoption of 
prohibition by a part of the United 
States.

brewers say that, granting that pro-

DECLARES WAR 


AND WILL FIGHT 


Foeji 


.Presidential Candidacy of 


Senior Senator Given 


Announcement. 


Washington, Nov. 30.—Another sen- 


eation was added last night to the 
presidential situation by the formal 
announcement of Senator Joseph Ben- 
son. Foraker, of Ohio, that he is a can- 
didate for the republican nomination 
for the presidency and will accept 
support to that end. 


Mr. Foraker's announcement further 


complicates an extremely complicated 
*>Htical situation 
In the Buckeye 


state. 
President Roosevelt and the 


other friends of Secretary Taft had 
hoped to obtain for him the unani- 
mous indorsement of Ohio. This now 
•will be impossible, provided Senator 
Foraker remains in the field until the 
convention actually votes. 
The sen- 


ator says he will not withdraw under 
any 
circumstances 
and 
that 
his 


declaration means that he Is genuine- 
ly and honestly a candidate for the 
presidency. 
The result of his action will be that 


neither he nor Secretary 
Taft will 


have a solid delegation behind his 
claims, while the other aspirants will 
be backed by delegations from their 
native states Instructed to give them 
support. 


Accepts Aid of Committees. 


Mr. Foraker's letter Is in the form 


of a response to the resolutions adopt- 
ed by the advisory and executive com- 
mittees o£ the Ohio league of republi- 
can clubs at Columbus Nov. 20. 
The 


committee denounced the suggestion 
that Mr. Foraker be forced into po- 
litical oblivion and, to emphasize Its 
confidence In him, pledged him their 
support for both the senate and the 
presidential nominations. 


When the action of the committees 


was announced, the Taft men retorted 
by pointing out a 
clause 
In 
the 


league's constitution which prohibits 
official Indorsement ot the cause of 
any political aspirant before he has 
been nominated regularly by a prop- 
erly organized convention. 
They -fur- 


ther charged that the members of the 
committees owed 
their posts to "a 


friend of Senator Foraker," and the 
inference was p lain that the "indorse- 
ment" was Inspired. 


In agreeing to permit the league to 


support him for the nomination, Mr, 
Foraker shows he has a sense of hu 
mor. In substance, he tells the com- 
mittees that, as he can't bo a candl 
date for both the senate and tho white 
house, he will accept support for the 
presidential nomination only. 


Raps Roosevelt In Platform. 


Tho platform of his candidacy which 


Mr. Foraker writes Into his letter to 
the committee Is his own record as a 


•uiblic man. Without naming Presl- 
lent Roosevelt he Indicates plainly 
that he will stick to his policy of "op- 
position to executive encroachment 
:md dictation." 


The action of the committee, he de- 


clares, is a flat rebuke to the sugges- 
tion that a United States senator is a 
mere agent to register the decrees of 
somebody else. 


One hot shot, aimed apparently at 


Mr. Roosevelt, is that it the senator- 
ship "is to be degraded into a mere 
agency, no self-respecting man can 
desire to hold It." 


Mr. Foraker refers also to "statu- 


tory demands of management and 
surveillance 
that 
are 
apparently 


framed on the theory that all men are 
criminals." 


The enforcement of laws, he holds, 


should 
be left to appropriate 
trib- 


unals without unauthorized interfer- 
ence from any one. 


These last two statements aim too 


directly 
to 
President 
Roosevelt's 


course to he subject to misinterpreta- 
tion. 
There is another shot at the 


president, in the declaration that there 
should be no toleration 
of the idea 


that the federal constitution has be- 
come, even In part, "a misfit and obso- 
lete." 


Mr. Taft's belief In tariff revision 


Is met with a statement by Mr. For- 
aker In opposition to tariff "tinker- 
ing" at the present time. 


Rate BUI Cause of Depression. 


After referring to other of his oflV 


cial acts, Mr. Foraker, in his letter, 
takes up the rate bill. On this subject 
he says: 


"In tho debates on that measure I 


took pains to point out that if the 
government took upon itself the dutj 
and responsibility of making rates it 
would of necessity have to determine 
not only how much a railroad should 
be allowed to spend—how much for 
operation, for extensions, for equip- 
ment and for every other item of nec- 
essary expenditure, all of which it is 
impossible for a government, to do 
successfully and 
satisfactorily, and 


that tho result would Inevitably be 
that just at, the time when a rapidly 
Increasing business for the roatl was 
making it necessary for them to raise 
hundreds of millions annually for in- 
creasing their tracks, cars, and gen- 
eral facilities we would 
Impair the 


confidence of investors In their stocks 
and bonds and thereby not only make 
It impossible for the roads to sell the 
additional securities necessary 
for 


such purposes but lead 
many of the 


holders of them, both at home and 
abroad, to dispose of what were al- 
ready outstanding, and that in conse- 
quence the market would be so large- 
ly oversupplled 
that, their 
values 


would 
shrink, dragging down 
all 


kinds of securities with them, until 
panic and disaster 
would 
take the 


place ot confidence and prosperity. 


"To say 'I told you so' Is always 


ungracious, but It is, I trust, permis- 
sible to point out that from the day 
the rate bill passed the trend has been 
In tho direction predicted, and while 
other things have contributed that 
measure has a full share of rosponsl 
billty for tho unhappy financial and In 
dustrlal conditions with which we 
have been overtaken." 


Wants Constitution Preserved. 


Mr. Foraker then defends the integ- 


.ity 
of the American business man 


:md then makes a plea for the preser- 
vation of the constitution, saying: 


"From the beginning of our govern- 


ment, our constitution has been recog- 
nized by ali the world as one of the 
wisest and most nearly perfect organ- 
ic laws ever framed. 
Under it we 


have grown and prospered as no oth- 
er people ever has. 


"We should be slow to condemn it, 


or to find fault with it, but if we find 
it. inadequate, or that for any reason 
It should be changed, it contains a 
provision in accordance with which 
we can amend it. 


"No one should think of amending 


in any other manner. To change It In 
any other way would be the begin- 
ning of the end. 


"In my opinion no amendments are 


necessary to enable the government 
to efficiently exercise all Its powers, 
and no additional powers are neces- 
sary to the proper supervision and 
regulation of every matter that, is the 
legitimate subject, of legislation." 


Won't "Tinker" With Tariff. 


Secretary Taft's tariff plan Is rap- 


ped as follows: 
"I note also that the committees 


refer to the republican policy of a 
protective tariff and to the enforce- 
ment, of the laws for the protection ot 
all the rights of citizenship. 


"At another time I may take occa- 


sion to speak on those subjects at 
some length, but. it. Is sufficient, for 
the present purposes, to remark that 
with our surplus revenues diminishing 
and our enormous 
expenditures in- 


creasing it would be like adding the 
last, grain of sanrt to undertake to 
tinker with the tariff. 


"Under the present tariff laws we 


have had the greatest prosperity any 
country has ever enjoyed, and it has 
been because of the strength thus giv- 
en us that, we have stood up as well 
as we have under the decline In values 
amounting to billions of dollars that 
has at last brought, business depres- 
sion to employers and 
idleness to 


thousands of employes. 


"It is to the beneficent results of 


that policy as expressed in tho Ding- 
ley law that we must look for one of 
the necessary factors in the work of 
restoring 
prosperity. 
There 
will 


doubtless come a time when changes 
in that law can be made to advant- 
age, but that time is not now." 


Follows Lincoln and Grant. 


The concluding expressions of the 


senator's letter have to do with the 
"Brownsville affair." 
They are: 


"So 
far as tho protection of 
the 


equal rights of citizenship is concern- 
ed, my views arc well known. 


"When the republican party falters 


in that high duty it will fall and go 
out. of power, and it will deserve de- 
feat. 


"What Lincoln and Grant and the 


great men of their day did was not 
done in 
vain. Their 
achievements 


will endure, and every republican wh» 
honors their memory and glories In 
their deeds should be pfound to up- 
hold their work. 


"When the national committee shall 


have issued the call for the next na- 
tional republican convention I shall, 
as heretofore announced, formally re- 


quest, the state central committee to 
embody in Its call for the next state 
convention a requirement that all dele- 
gates 
to that 
convention shall be 


chosen by a direct vote of republican, 
electors of the state, at. duly author- 
ized promary 
elections, 
held in ac- 


cordance with the statutes."

Lieutenant Crawford Did 


Not End His Life as 


He Threatened. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 30.—Lieut. 


John W. Crawford, secretary to Ad- 
miral Dewey, did not commit suicide, 
as he pretended. 
He has been dis- 


covered alive in a western town and 
arrangements were made tonight for 
its apprehension. 


Because the.man representing him- 


self as Crawford has not been identi- 
fied, the police authorities here are 
unwilling to give the name of the 
town in which he has beto located. 
They are satisfied, however, that they 
have got hold of the right person, but 
to make sure they have arranged to 
get a photograph of him. He may be 
brought back to Washington. 


Crawford's 
disappearance 
Friday, 


Nov. 22, created a sensation. A coat 
ana hat belonging to him were found 
on a ferry boat running between neve 
and Alexandria. A friend received a 
letter from him saying he had de- 
termined to commit suicide .and that 
financial troubles were responsible for 
his decision. 


The police'dragged the river, but 


failed to find his body, and few days 
later a woman announced that she 
had seen Crawford leave the ferry 
boat. 


Police Share Wife's Belief. 


Mrs. Crawford declined to believe 


that her husband had committed sui- 
cide, but could give no explanation of 
his strange conduct. • She claimed, to 
know nothing 
about any financial 


troubles to which the lieutenant re- 
ferred in his letter. 


It was said, however, that Crawford 


had Incurred debts amounting to al- 
most. $5,000, and being of a peculiarly 
sensitive disposition, hart determined 
to make away with himself rather 
than bear the disgrace of failing fo 
meet his obligations.

His official salary for eight years 


has born about $3,200 per annum, and 
Mrs. Crawford 
declared 
the debts 


could easily have been paid by the 
practice of economy at home. 


In his letter Crawford stated ex- 


plicitly that his indebtedness had ac- 
cumulated beyond his ability to repay, 
nnd further that it was not due to any 
speculation, or gambling. 


That the police finally came to be- 


lieve, with Mrs. Crawford, that the 
missing man had not committed sui- 
cide, was shown by their abandon- 
ment of the search alone; the river. 
The chief ot police offered a reward 
of $25 for the recovery of the body 
and this 
reward 
still stands 
un- 


claimed. 


Admiral Dewey Nonplused. 


Admiral Dewey Is unable to account 


for Crawford's conduct. 
His secre- 


tary has always been faithful and at- 
tentive to his duties. He was a first 
class stenographer, was popular with 
the naval officers and with the society 
in which he moved. He was a lead- 
ing member of the local Young Men's 
Christian association, and a man of 
Irreproachable habits.

The president ot the United States 


has proclaimed, as usual at this sea- 
son, a feast of joy and thanksgiving. 
He has urged that the people as- 
semble in the churches in which they 
are accustomed to worship for the 
purpose of giving thanks to God for 
the many blessings wherewith he has 
blessed them during the year that is 
past. As loyal citizens, respectful of 
the suggestions of the chief magis- 
trate, and as devout Christian people 
who, 
of our own motion, might fulfil 


the spirit ot the executive proclama- 
tion, we gather together for the pur- 
pose mentioned. 
The object of our service is that we 
may' give thanks. 
The .underlying 


principle of our devotions is that we 
may express o ur gratitude. The sin 
of ingratitude is one of the mean- 
est into which humanity can fall. 
"How 
sharper 
than a 
serpent's 


tooth It is to have a thankless child." 
We are all, in the larger sense, chil- 
dren of a great Father, and he feels 
our insensibility to his love and care 
lust as a human parent feels the care- 
less indifference of the boy or girl up- 
on whom has been 
lavished that 


wealth of affection which makes fath- 
er and mother the sweetest words in 
the language. 


Blow. blow, thou winter wind, 
Thou nrt not so unkind 
As man's. Ingratitude. 


Freeze freeze, thou hitter sky. 
Thou dost not bite so nigh 
As benefits forgot; 
Though thou the waters warp. 
Thy sting Is not so sharp 
As friend remembered not. 


All that has been said about ingra- 


titude, and much more that might be 
said conversely applies to the virtue 
of which it is the opposite. We should 
indeed be grateful. But to whom, for 
what, and in what capacity?

Public Acknowledgment 


This Is more than a lesson In grati- 


tude and thankfulness. It is an ack- 
nowledgment of the existence of God 
and the immanence of a Divine Provi- 
dence in the affairs of the world. It 
Is a public testimony to what we be- 
lieve 
It is a popular amendment to 
that venerable and venerated docu- 
ment by which we are. "There Is no 
God," 
thoughtless men erroneously de- 


clare "in the Constitution of the 
United States." 
If that were true, 


there Is nevertheless a profound sense 
of God In the hearts of the people 
which is back of the constitution; and 
the appointment of a Thanksgiving 
day reveals that truth. 
If things 


were only the results ot fortuitous 
concurrences of chance happenings, 
there would be little sense in giving 
thanks; but because we feel and know 
that in God we live and move and 
have our being: "that every good gift 
and every perfect gift is from above, 
and cometh down from the Father ot 
Ughts with whom is no variableness, 
neither shadow of turning;" because 
we realize that there is a God In Is- 
rael, wo are prepared to-give thanks. 


Every person in the land stands in 


a. throe-told relationship to things ex- 
"ternal to himself. We are citizens of 
the United States wo are subjects of 
s, better country—that is, a heavenly; 
nnd wo arc members of tho human, 
family- In order completely to nil out 
the measure of the day we should be 
thankful as Americans, as Christians, 
and as men. 
What cause have we to be thankful 


as Americans 
Instantly there flash- 


es into the mind the thought of the 
unexampled 
prosperity which 
has 


come upon our native land. 
The 


wealth of the wooded hills; the hid- 
den treasures of the granite moun- 
tains; the riches of the widespread 
prairies; the opulence of a thousand 
valleys are ours to command. We are 
the granary and the treasury of the 
world. So great has been the material 
reward of every species ot labor and 
Industry that, we aro literally embar- 
rassed by our riches. The world, por- 
tions of which starve when the rain 
Is withheld from our fields, looks to 
"us with eager joy. The abundance ot 
bur estate • has perhaps never been 
'paralleled-in any nation since the 
treasures of civilization were poured 
Into the coffers of the City of the 
Seven Hills, when Rome was not only 
the church, but the world. 


For Peace and progress. 


But thse aro the least of the things 


for which we should be thankful. No 
wars have disturbed us. 
The year 


has been one of -pe'aca and progress at 


• home. Even the turbulence of our un 


civilized wards has manifested itself 
«o little that we may consider the 
work- of pacification, which must pre- 
cede the orderly development of inde- 
pendent-citizenship, to have been ac 
compllshed. There have been some 
outragous outbreaks ot mob violence 
and disregard of law within our bord 
ers; but these have not failed to be of 
service in that more and more sternly 
does the spirit of our people repre 
bend them, and more and more rigor 
misly are we determined to put them 
down, so that the law of man, which 
Is perfect or imperfect as it approxi 
mates the law of^God, shall keep thai 
liberty In which we take just pride 
from degenerating Into license. 


Our position 
among the world 


forces which are shaping the destinies 
of men every day grows higher, anc 
the obligations of our opportunities 
are being met with a loftier concep 
tion of our national duty and destiny 
which is to be a liberator, a paciflca 
tor and llght-brlnger to "the world 
Long live the great republic! 


For these things indeed do we give 
thanks. "Let the people praise thee 
O'God; yea, let all the people praise 
thee."

The church with renewed vigor and 
eal is grappling with the evils of the 
resent.

There is an 
ft-mooted question as to the.relative 
•wwer of pulpit and press. There can 
e but one answer, for It Is the pulpit 
•hlch Inspires the trenchant pen of 
he editor. It Is the pulpit which 
hows him the light and tho truth and 
ie way of salvation. The church has 
emonstrated conclusively that It Is 


_jO loosely compacted organization for 
mere ethical teaching, but that It has 
taadards ot belief which It will roaln- 
;ain, and requires that Christ and his 
;ospel shall be preached from its pul- 
jUs. 
And now we come to the last of the 


jategorles, that of the individual. For 
what have we to be thankful as men? 
Health, food, raiment, love, joy, peace? 
Why, 
'tis easy for a man to be grate- 


ul for these. "If ye love them which 
ove you, what reward have ye? Do 
not even tho publicans the same?" 
Jut suppose there Is a question about 
lome of these things? Thero may be 
lome lives sequestered, simple, passed 
'far from the madding crowd's Ignoble 
strife," In which the year has brought 
no trouble. In which there have been 
no bereavements and no losses, 
In 


which no hopes have been left un- 
gratifled, no aspirations unfulfilled, In 
which there have been no dreams that 
lave not come true. But such lives 
are rare, and I doubt if any who read 
.his can look back upon them. 


And again, it Is not very difficult to 


be thankful when the good has over- 
balanced the evil, and I am of the 
opinion that that condition is one in 
which all of us practically find our- 
selves, although we do not nil know 
t, or admit it. But when the year 
ias been one of sorrow to us; when 
we have lost, or think we itave lost 
more than we have gained; 
when 


death has knocked upon the door of 
our hearts and taken from, us the 
tenants thereof; when we sigh for 
'the touch of a vanished hand," and 
long for "the sound ot a voice that is 
still;" when we dream of "the tender 
grace of a day that Is dead," that will 
never come back to us; when poverty 
tias been our lot; when black Care 
lias dogged our heels; when humilia- 
tion and shame have lowered about 
our pathway; when we have been 
compelled, in the words of Bzekiel, to 
"pass under the rod" of sorrow, of 
suffering, of despair, why, then 
the 


giving of thanks becomes the hardest 
of tasks. And It is to this group, in 
which so many of us find ourselves, 
that I address this sermon today. 


The Sweet Uses of Adversity. 


If the hand o£ the Lord has been 


heavy upon us, or if our own hands 
have fashioned the yoke; If we have 
fainted and fallen In the Via Dolorosa 
of the year under the burden of the 
cross, finding no sturdy 
Cyrenean 


brother to relieve us of its weight, oh, 
then, thanksgiving at first may seem 
a mockery. ' Tet the true nobility of 
our souls is measured by the way that 
we endure. "A mind undisturbed In 
adversity," was the phrase placed on 
tho memorial to a great man who had 
borne and suffered and triumphed, and 
after all It only expresses the conso- 
lations of a philosophy vastly different 
from the burning, ardent, feeling of 
gratitude which we must pour out be- 
fore God even for our afflictions and 
troubles. 
"What? 
shall we receive 


good at the hand of the Lord and not. 
receive evil?" cries Job. 


The load across our shoulders In- 


deed is a heavy one, the rod seems a 
grievous burden; but may I be par- 
doned for the Interpretation If I say, 
"Thy rod and thy staff they comfort 
me"? For what says the writer of the 
Epistle to the Hebrews? "Now no 
chastening for tho present scemeth to 
bo Joyous, but grievous; but afterward 
It yleldeth tho 
peaceable fruit 
of 


righteousness to them who aro exer- 
cised thereby." But we must remem- 
ber; although perhaps It is hard to 


understand, "that whom the 
Lord 


loveth, he chastenetb, and scourgeth 
every son whom he receiveth." 


These sufferings are for our profit; 


they are the sweet uses of adversity, 
"which, like the toad, ugly and venom- 
ous, wears yet a precious jewel in his 
head." And we may give thanks for 
our troubles for this; that 
rightly 


used they will at least help us to a 
better way of living. Every depriva- 
tion on earth will teach us the un- 
searchable riches of God; every break- 
Ing of the spirit will teach us that 
ours is the kingdom of heaven; every 
wrench of the heart in mourning shall 
tell us of the comfort of the hert- 
after; all the "slings and arrows of 
outrageous fortune," every 
persscu- 


tion, shall assure us of the immunities 
of the future; every sickening hunger 
or thirst shall tell us of the precious 
food of righteousness, 
"loved long since and

Anti-Liquor 
Measures In France to 


Combat Evil Consequences of Drink. 


The rapidly increasing consumption 


of alcohol in. France with the wide 
spread evil resulting Is attracting the 
serious attention of French statesmen. 
Following the example of Belgian and 
Swiss legislators, a bill has been In- 
troduced Into the legislature with a 
view to restrict the sale of strongly- 
alcoholic drinks, and to prohibit 
the 


manufacture and sale ot absinthe. 
The bill on its initial dtading was en- 
dorsed by men of almiiJt all parties In 
the chamber of deputies and is strong 
)y supported by interests outside the 
trade. 


Temperance agitation under exist 


ing conditions alms chiefly to discour 
age , the 
use 
of 
strongly-alcoholic 


drinks, to prevent the manufacture of 
chemically prepared wines, and to ob 
tain the prohibition of absinthe. This 
liquid, which in some brands contains 
more than 70 per cent, of alcohol, has 
been strongly denounced on all sides, 
and will be completely suppressed by 
the present drastic measure if suc- 
cessfully adjusted by the government 
In regard to revenue.

bnlld. He was of a delicate constitution, 
••slty overcome by fatigue. Bnt consider- 
ing the tremendous amount of'work h* 
did In bis short life it must be admitted 
that he possessed an Indomitable wnl 
power and nerve energy. His face was as 
finely cut as a delicate cameo with soft 
brown, curling locks framing it 


His death occurred at a time when all 


the world sang his pralaes, and Italy 
mourned him deeply, feeling that his 
death was nothing short -of a national 
calamity. 


The epitaph on bis tomb was written 


by the Cardinal Bembo at the request of 
the Pope.
